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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed on 2/1 5/00 are acceptable subject to correction of the informalities 
indicated on the attached "Notice of Draftsperson's Patent Drawing Review," PTO-948. In order 
to avoid abandonment of this application, correction is required in reply to the Office action. 
The correction will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Carrick et al. U.S. Patent 4,227,255 teach a signal classifier that takes measurements on 
an IF signal and determines the nature of the modulation of the received signal. Ready et al. U.S. 
Patent 4,597,107 teach a modulation detector and classifier for signals having inherent event 
periodicity such as digital modulation. The prior art of record fails to teach a signal classifier 
that determines the type of modulation of a modulated signal by examining amplitude variations 
in the received baseband signal to identify the type of envelope as either constant or irregular, 
correcting the frequency error of the baseband signal based on an estimated frequency error, and 
classifying the type of modulation based on the type of envelope identified. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
